Dr. Dawsou has been in charge of 


the Asylum for the past eight months 
and so far as we know, with tho excep- 
tion of a few mistakes, has managed 
•the Asylum in as good a manner as nny 
living man could have done. For the 
mistakes which have boon made the 
Commissioners are almost as much to 
blame ns the Superintendent. If the 
affairs of the institution are not being 
conducted in a proper manner the Com- 
missioners can quickly effect a change, 
and we have no doubt that Supt. Daw- 
son will only too gladly comply with 
Any orders or suggestions of the Board. 
Sepeated refusals would certainly re- 
sult in his dismissal. If any person 
*»n show that the Asylum affairs have 
not been properly conducted that per- 
son should make complaint;, and if the 
wrong is not righted, then public opin- 
ion will demand a change. 
The Com- 


missioners can regulate everything by 
performing their duty, and if 
Supt. 


Da»»soa refuses to carry out the reforms 
-necessary, he ought to be removed. Cut 
it is not tha fair 01 decent thing for the 
Boned to attempt to remove him upon 
frivolous accusations, or to satisfy po- 
litical or personal friends.

1'IIE f'lVIL .PRAUTlCi: ACT. 


Amendments iUndc by the Lute 


i-*l»ture 


A hurried examination o£ the list ot 


enrolled bills enables the Index to find 
only four new statutes amendatory of 
'the Practice Act and of general applica- 
tion. The JOUBNAL appends heie the 
sections as amended for the information 
of ^heBar: 


Section 31 is amended so as to read as 


follows: 


Section 31. Th« order shall direct the 


publication to be made in a new&ptipei 
to be designated by the Court or Jud^o 
thereof, as one most likely to give no- 
tice to the person to be served for a 
period of six weeks, and nt least once a 
week during said time. In case of pub- 
lication where the residence of a non- 
resident, or absent defendant is known, 
the Court or Judge shall also direct a 
copy of the summons and complaint to 
be deposited in the postoface, directed 
to the person to be served, at his place 
of residence. When publication is or- 
dered, personal service of a copy of the 
summons and complaint out of the State 
shall be equivalent to publication and 
deposit in the postofnoe. 
The service 


of summons shall be deauied complete 
in cases of publication at the expuation 
of six weoks from the first publication, 
and in cases where a deposit of a copy 
of the summons and complaint in the 
postofhce is also required, at the expira- 
tion of six weeks from such deposit. 
In actions upon contracts for tho direct 
payment of money, evidenced by wr\t 
ten instrument, the Court may, instead 
of ordering publication, appoint an At- 
torney to appear aud answer foi the 
non-resident, absent, or concealed de- 
fendant and conduct the proceedings on 
his part. This section shall apply to 
proceedings had in Justice's Courts. 


Section 245 of said Act as amended 


Maich 3d, 1881, is amended so as to 
read as follows: 


Section 245. The Judge or referee 


may order any property of the judgment 
debtor not exempt from execution, in 
the hands of buch debtor, or any other 
person, or due to the judgment debtoi, 
to be applied toward the satisfaction of 
the judgment; except that tffS eainings 
of the debtor, not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars, far his peisonal services at any 
time within thirty days next preceding 
the order, shall not be so applied, when 
it shall be made to appear by tne debt- 
or's affidavit or otherwise, that bncu 
earnings are neces&aiy for his own sup- 
port., or the vise of a family supported 
wholly or partly by his laboi. 


Section. 2. All Acts aud paits ol 


Acts in conflict with the provisions ot 
this Act aie hereby repealed. 


JUSTICE'S COURTS. 


Section 517 is amended so as to load 


as follows. 


Section 517. Tho time mentioned in 


tho summons for the appealance of the 
defendant, and the time of seivice bhull 
be us followb First, When tho s«in- 
inons shall bo accompanied with an 
order to arrest tho def«ndant, it shall 
b9 returnable immediately. 
Second, 


When the defendant io a iion-rohideut 
of the township or city, or when tho 
plaintiff is a uou-iesideut, it shall be 
returnable not more than tsvo days 
from its date, aud shall be served at 
least one day befoie the time for ap- 
pearance, except in cases where it is to 
be served by publication, or out of the 
State, or oy posting notices thereof, 
when it shall bo made leturuable not 
less than six weuks after the date of its 
issuance. Third, In all other cases it 
shall be returnable in not less than two 
nor more than ten days after its date, 
and shall be served at least two days 
before the time for appearance, pro- 
vided, that ill uti«je9 where an acnon ib 
brought in an adjoining township be- 
cause there is no Justice in the proper 
township, it Bhull be returnable in not 
less than five nor more than ton days 
after its date.

Section 404 is amended so as to read 


as follows: 


Section 404. An affidavit taken in 


another State, or in a Territory of the 
United States, to be used in this State, 
shall be taken before a Commissioner 
Appointed by the Governor of this State 
to take affidavits and depositions in 
such other State or Territory, or be- 
foie any Notary Public or Judge of a 
•Court «f Record having a seal.

Speech of Eon, John P, Jones, 


of Nevactai 


In the Senate of the United States, 


Monday, Feb'y 19, 1883, 


On the Bill (R. H. 5533} to Reduce Internal 


Revenue Taxation. 


[Continued Irom our last issue.) 


I am in favor of protection because it 


tends to the elevation of the people, 
the improvement of machinery, and the 
ultimate cheapening of products, where- 
as free trade tends to cheapen the wages 
rather than tho products of labor. Pro- 
tection cheapens products, while free 
tiade cheapens producers. 


I am in favor of the bigU protective 


duties which have ensted since tha be- 
ginning of the civil war, because they 
have stood the best test, that of experi- 
ence. 
At no time in our history has 


the county been so prosperous as it is 
to-day, and its labor and capital have 
ns a whole never been before so actively 
and profitably employed. Th's is proved 
by tha unprecedented immigration of 
laborers from Europe, and by the ex- 
traordinarily rapid accumulation 
of 


wealth in all sections. 


I am in favor of the protective policy 


because it sustains the country with all 
the pillars, buttresses, and girders of 
civilization, promotes 
the 
arts and 


sciencies, and tends to build up such 
numerous cities, towns and centers of 
population as will bring schools, col- 
leges, libraries, exhibitions of art, and 
all the social enjoyments within the 
easy reach of the people in all lotalities. 


1 am in favor ol the protective policy, 


because, instead of leaving the several 
sections of the country to be each de- 
voted to the production of some single 
raw material or class of raw materials, 
aud to rely for the greater part of what 
they consume upon exchanges with 
foreign nations, it will finally carry 
nearly all the industries into every sec- 
tion, so tL it the bulk of tha exchanges 
of each may be made within itself, and 
therefore to th« b&st advantage, and by 
transactions between preduceis and con- 
sumers with the smallest possible num- 
ber of intermediaries. 


I BIU in favor of the protective system, 


because it is specially recommended to 
this countiy by the greatness of its urea, 
which is equul to that of all Europe, 
nut! includes all the habitable latitudes 
except the intertropical, and every con- 
ceivable lesouice of uiiues, forests, fis>h- 
ents, and soilt., thus exempting us from 
any real necessity of encountering the 
risks, entanglements, fluctuations, and 
unavoidable costs of foreign tiade. 
In the discussions upon this bill it 


has been assumed in many quarters 
that it is a sufficient mason for loweiing 
or repealing the duty upon any article 
that it is an article of universal consump- 
tion, and that consequently the public 
interest demands tuat it should be 
cheapened in its money price . 'i'o deal 
with a protective system in that way 13 
to destroy it in detail, because in re- 
bpect to every given article the con- 
sumers are always moie numerous than 
the prodnceis, aud a majority will be 
bur« to bo against a tariff, item by item, 
until the whole of it is overthrown 
It 


is necessary to protect all the aitides 
coming within the proper rule of protec- 
tion. To suppose that anything is to be 
gained by cheapening the money price 
of particular articles, is to overlook the 
fact that the purchasing power of the 
people will decline with any cheapening 
of prices which is brought about by di- 
uiiuibhiug the sum of home industries. 
If it is proper, as it is sometimes said 
to be, to cheapen articles of prime nec- 
essity by importations it is equally 
propel tc cheapen the piices of all ai ti- 
des by the same method and for the 
same reasons 
The theory of piotee- 


tion is, that whatever may be its effect 
upoa money prices it increases the pur- 
chasing power of the people by promot- 
ing all industries in a just proportion as 
botwsen fhemselves, so thut they mu- 
tually support and sustain each other. 


If the rule is sound that everything 


should be produced at home which can 
be pioduced heie with as Bnjall an 
amount of physical and mental foice as 
is ueccssaiy to produce it elsewhere, tho 
only thmg.to be considered la fixing the 
iate of a duty is the kaeping out of the 
foteign uitiole. 
It is conclusive evi- 


dence that tiuiff duties have not been 
placed high enough on any article which 
comes withm the lule, faj long as the 
importation continues. 
No duty should 


be lowered as long as the foreign article 
is being luipoited, but on tun contrary 
tho duty bhould be laisecl until it be- 
comes uuprotuabls to bring it in, tare 
being tukun not to advance the duties 
too rapidly noi until the home pioduo- 
tion has become sufficiently developed 
to supply the wants of the country. 


Prohibitive duties may be and aie de- 


nounced as "a Chinese wall" around 
tha country, but it is just such a wall as 
vre waut—bioad enough, high enough, 
and strong enough to keep for our own 
enjoyment the prospeuty and scale of 
oouafort which properly belong to oui 
uatui.il and acquired lesouices, and to 
shut out the poveity aud the products ot 
the scanty, pinching wages of less fa- 
vored countries. 


It is wholly 
immaterial 
whether 


money puces inside of this wall are 
high or low. It is sufficient to know 
that they will be sucu puces as will re- 
sult ftoin perfectly free and unrestricted 
trade between,citizens of our own conn- 
try aud from the free exchanges of the 
product of each industry for the pro- 
ducts of all other industries under cir- 
cumstances which exclude monopoly or 
special privilege. 
It is sufficient to 


know that they will be snob, prices as 
will irise from an equalization of profits 
and wages and opportunities, as be- 
tween our own people in all their varied 
pursuits, which insures the only species 
of competition which is either fair or 
endurable—the competition 
between 


,hose who are on the same plans us to 
the scale of comforts to which they are 
accustomed and of taxes to which they 
ace subjected. 


And, finally, it is sufficient to know 


that they will be such prices aa will 
aiise from the highest attainable civili- i 


zation and from the greatest possible 
advancement of the arts and sciences 
and from tho just distribution of popu- 
lation and industry. 
Or, in other 


words, they will be such prices as arise 
from the most complete control which 
man can obtain over the hidden forces o: 
nature, through whicli more, incompar- 
ably more than by the mere exertion o! 
human mnsola, are the objects of human 
desire cheapened and riches multiplied. 


Of the pastoral condition, which was 


that of the primitive ages of the race 
the poets have given us pleasing pic 
tures. Nevertheless, it is through the 
diversification of industries aud aggre 
gationa of population, that the highesi 
civilization is attainable, and that man 
is most advanced morally, socially, ant 
intellectually, as well as in materia 
wealth. If his vices are not extripatec 
they become less gross aud his selfish' 
ness loses some of its repulsive features 
Arcadian simplicity is 
an attractive 


phrase, but what is described as the 
state of nature, instead of being the 
condition in which it is natural for man 
to remain, is a condition from which al 
his highest and best aspirations inipe 
him to emerge. 


The movement of the race in the path 


of civilization is not a retrograde but i 
forward 
movement. 
This 
country 


should tread in that path with a film 
and unfaltering step, until it becomes 
what its geographical position, its not 
ural resources, and the genius of its 
people fit it to be, the central and ohie 
seat of all the sciences, arts and indus- 
tries which multiply the enjoyments 
enlarge the capacities and cultivate the 
moral and social sentiments of man.
